1 . Claims 1-22 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach or suggest with respect to claim 1, logic circuitry is operative to generate reverse link 
limited channel data including at least one of channel identification data associated with the 
channel, base station identification data associated with the channel, and location identification 
data, with respect to claim 4, logic circuitry is operative to generate reverse link limited 
channel data including at least one of channel identification data associated with the channel, 
base station identification data associated with the channel, and location identification data, and 
memory, coupled to the logic circuitry, containing the reverse link limited channel data, with 
respect to claim 10, logic circuitry is operative to generate reverse link limited channel data 
including at least one of channel identification data associated with the channel, base station 
identification data associated with the channel, and location identification data, and memory, 
coupled to the logic circuitry, containing the reverse link limited channel data received from the 
logic circuit, in response to a failure to register the wireless device with the base station on the 
reverse channel, with respect to claim 13, generate reverse link limited channel data including 
at least one of channel identification data associated with the channel, base station identification 
data associated with the channel, and location identification data associated with a wireless 
device, in response to the determined access probe failure, with respect to claim 16, generate 
reverse link limited channel data including at least one of channel identification data associated 
with the channel, base station identification data associated with the channel, and location 
identification data associated with a wireless device, in response to determining that the access 
probe failure on the channel occurred, with respect to claim 22, attempting to register the 
wireless device in response to at least one of: determining that the access probe failure on the 
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channel occurred, attempting to acquire the system identification data broadcast on the channel, 
and an elapsed period of time; and storing reverse link limited channel data including at least 
one of: channel identification data associated with the channel, base station identification data 
associated with the channel, and location identification data.
